1. The referent document is essentially a refinement and restatement of 
existing National Capital Planning Commission (NCPC) policies and procedures 
relating to the implementation of the National Environmental Policy Act of 1969, 
This Agency is familiar with these policies and procedures, and they will be in- 
corporated in planning for future new construction. 


2. The NCPC in its draft revisions stated that all environmental state- 
ments will be considered public information. The National Environmental Policy 
Act of 1969 makes a similar statement and, consequently, environmental state- 
ments to the Council on Environmental Quality will be treated similarly. . This 
factor should be considered in future Agency construction. 


3. While we have no comments relative to the draft revisions, it is under- 
stood from Mr. Donald F. Bozarth, Director of Current Planning & Programming 
of NCPC, that a negative reply is requested. Accordingly, a suggested reply is 
attached.

The proposed modifications are based upon: 


(1) The revised "Guidelines on Environmental Impact Statements prepared 
under Section 102(2)(c) of the National Environmental Policy Act," issued 
by the Council on Environmental Quality, and printed in the Federal Register, 
on April 23, 1971; : 

(2) The need to clarify certain aspects of the Commission's procedures 
in light of its experience to date in reviewing the environmental implica- 
tions of 34 District of Columbia, 43 Federal, and 6 Washington Metropolitan 
Area Transit Authority development proposals in the National Capital Region 


since the adoption of its environmental policies and procedures on August 6, 
1970; and 


(3) A request by the Council on Environmental Quality for the inclusion 
in these procedures of a provision regarding the use of a "summary sheet" 
and the submission of a cost-benefit analysis with the environmental state- 
ment if a cost-benefit analysis has been prepared. , 


In view of the request by the Council on Environmental Quality for agencies 


to update their procedures for handling environmental statements, it would 
be appreciated if the affected District of Columbia and Federal agencies

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could transmit their comments, if any, to the Commission by July 23, 1971. 
This will permit the Commission to consider the revised policies and pro- 
cedures at its August 5, 1971 meeting. -

WHEREAS, the Commission desires té modify these policies and procedures based 
upon: (1) its experiences between August 6, 1370 and June 3, 1971 in the 
review of the environmental aspects and implications of 34 District of Columbia, 
43 Federal and 6 Washington Metropolitan Area Transit Authority development | 
proposals in the National Capital Region, and (2) the revised Guidelines on 
Enivincnnentad Impact Statements Prepared under Section 102(2)(c) of the

Quality on April 23, 1971.
